It is reported that the moment the 


quake occurred the sun was hidden by 
a dense gray cloud, which, however, 
disappeared ' immediately while' a 
shower of hail stones' as large as wal- 
nuts covered the ground to a depth 
of several centimetres.

The lifeless body of the 


aged man was found at 1 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon. 


Scarcely ten minutes before Mrs. 


Andrew Curls had entered the aged 
man's room and saw him sitting by 
the window. 
There was nothing un- 


usual either in 
his 
manner or his 


speech. 
When Mrs. Gerig attempted 


to enter the room a few minutes later 
the door refused to yield readily, and 
pushing it open she found the body of 
the aged man. He had tied the sus- 
penders and the handkerchief about 
his neck, then to the door knob, and 
dropped to the floor in such a manner 
as to cause death by strant'iiliilion. 


Physicians who were quickly sum- 


moned were unable to resuscitate the 
aged man. His enfeebled condition 
undoubtedly led to death by strangula- 
tion much quicker than would have 
ordinarily been the case. Garig had 
never married. He is survived by a 
large number of relatives near Leo. 


Coroner Keslcr was called in ' the 


case, but the snowdrifts made it im- 
possible for him to reach Leo, and he 
deputized Dr. Smith, of Leo, to act in 
th case.

movement. H was the first time with- 
in the memory of the oldest inhabitant 
that all tho evangelical churches had 
united in a revival effort. The Episco- 
palians threw themselves heart and 
soul into the movement, an Episcopa- 
lian rector Dr. Thomas Semmes, be- 
ing chairman of the mission commit- 
tee.

The central meetings conducted by 


Dr. Chapman and Mr. Alexander were 
held In a big building which was for- 
merly a market.

SCOTT & BOWNE, 109 Pearl St. N. Y, 


NEW FOUR TRACK BRIDGE. 


Pennsylvania Plans 3ig Improvement 


at Conemaugh. 


With a view to further completing 


the fourtracking of its line from Al- 
toona to" Pittslnirg, the Pennsylvania 
railroad has asked bids for widening 
the stone'arch bridge over the Cone- 
maugh river, just west of South Fork, 
on the Pittsburg division; .to hold four 
tracks instead^ three as at present. 
This is the first? piece of new construc- 
tion'work authorized by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad for more than a year:/ 


A single span stone arch bridge -was 


built over the Conemaugh river when 
the original Portage railroad was con- 
structed. This was afterwards used by 
the Pennsylvania railroad uatil June, 
1889. 
When the South'Fork dara 


gave way, causing the Johnstown 
flood, this bridge with many' others, 
was .washed away. When it was' re- 
built by the company .it was made a 
three-track bridge,'with two sixty-foot 
spans. 


The addition'to the South Fork 
ridge will increase its width from 38 
o 5.8-feet. ' The work will necessitate 
he excavation of 1,500 cubic yards of 
arth for the foundations. 
The con- 


truction itself will require 5,500 cu- 
ic yards of^,stone masonry. 
. For more than .a'year the engineer- 
ng'department of the Pennsylvania 
ailroad has been-preparing to widen 
he South Fork bridge, and to add a 
ourth track between South Fork and 
""onemaugh, a distance of some 3.7 
miles, by adding- sufficient width to 
.he fills to make possible the laying
